This is filed in response to the Official Action bearing a mail date of March 26, 2003 and 
is believed to place the application in condition for allowance. The Examiner's consideration of 
the following amendments and remarks is respectfully requested and reconsideration and 
withdrawal of the outstanding rejections is respectfully urged. 

Applicant acknowledges with great appreciation the withdrawal of the restriction 
requirement and confirms the election of the species where the propylene glycol ester is 
propylene glycol dicaprylate/caprate and the incapacitating agent is oleoresin capsicum. 

Applicant also acknowledges with great appreciation the allowance of claims 15 to 20 
and the indication of allowability of claims 12 to 14. The rejections of the remaining claims, 
claims 1 to 1 1 and 21 to 33, are believed to be obviated in view of the following amendments 
and remarks.
